In presenting our report to the citizens of Wilton we can 
say that, in our opinion, both engines are in perfect order, 
and ready to do service at any moment. Both engine 
houses have been kept in good order during the year, and 
allother property belonging to the department is in good 
condition, and ready for service. Our great and only need 
at the present time is a better water supply. During the 
past year we have had but one fire, which occurred on the 
night of the 22nd of July, 1877. 

We would recommend that Bunter Springs be put on 
both engines, as it would be of great advantage to the ma- 
chines ; the cost would be about fifteen dollars each.
